The Recalcitrent Lords. 



It will bo fresh ia tho reader's recol- 
lection that tho Bill to abolish the pars 
ohaie Byatem in tho British army— and 
wbloh paused through the OommonB by 
majorities whioh left no room to doubt, 
th«f popnlar opinion had pnsied sentenco 
of death uvon tho systora— was rojoot- 
ed by the Lords. Tho reader ia also 
awar.o that Gladatouo oircumvonlod tho 
Lordi by advising tho Quoen to cancel 
the basis upon which the system rested. 
It wno not to bo oxpootiid that the 
Lords would romain qnieeonnt under 
what was at onco a snub and a defeat. 
Thpy accordingly proceeded, with duo 
solemnity, to paes a voto of censure 
upon the Government for having ro- 
ooorse to. the extraordinary expedient of 
using a Koyal prerogative which had luin 
dormant for a century ami a half. Tho 
vote of censure does uot appear to have 
disconoorted tho Government. On tbo 
4th of August, amid a few somi-articu- 
late murmur?, like tho last ochoos of a 
dying storm, the Array Bill was read 
a third time and passed in tbo Hoiibo of 
Lords. Closonpontho heels of tho 
Arjiy Bill lollowod tho Ballot Bill. It 
met with iacetious opposition in tho 
Commons, no fewer than seventy divi- 
sions being taken on id Gludstone 
taunted Disraeli opon deliberately wast- 
ing tho time of the Houso. The groat 
Tory leader retorted with his inimitable 
irony end humor. ILo chargod tho wusto 
of time on tho .Premier, asserted that 
not a filth of tho constituencies wanted 
ihe ballot, joked at him fur enforcing a 
Pythagorean silence, sneered at him for 
always menacing the House, and pro- 
voked much laughter by saying that 
Pythagoras intended to disapprove the 
ballot wheu he said " Beware of beans." 
Gladstone replied, and tho passage-at- 
armB is described as a grand duel in 
vyLich urgumoat was arrayed against hu- 
mor. A» the reader has been made awaro 
by menu* of the telegraph, the Ballot 
Bill wo-, rtjectod by tbo Lords ; uud 
lhat rejaotion was greatly aggravated 
by the manner of it. By a vote of 
97 to 48, they refused even to give it a 
fair and rospeotfnl discussion A*, a 
London contemporary pats it, «' They 
said they preferred their holidays to 
their duty ;'» and, so far bb one can 
lodge by thetono of the press, the dis- 
position of tho nation is to give them a 
long holiday— tho u ilily of tho Upper 
House, as at prosont existing, is soiions- 
Jy called in question. An influential 
London journal thus epitomises the 
aotion of the Lords : « The Lords kick- 
ed out the Ballot Bill on Thursday. 
They wore too tired, thoy Baid, and H 
■was too hot for thorn to be ciiBC-usMog 
rubbishy measures Of that kind, badly 
drawn and illdigeaiod, which nobody 
wanUd except a pack of olectors who 
would be demoralized by having tuoir 
own way. That is an honest and oom 
plete summary of their arguments, 
though exproB?ed in a colloquial way ; 
and wo hope, tbo statesmen who fl>r 
months have beeu wearilv working at thl* 
Bill, and tho members who have pro- 
nounced in its favor, and the oonsiiia. 
eucies who have urged thp maji-rity to 
firmnesB, wiil appreciate and eurofully 
vemoraoer them. Himy-soven gentlemen, 
■elected by being born, bavo tne power 
on gnoh argumeutB as tin so to un<!o all 
ihsjir work, to set, them at deQai.ce, and 
to dictate in iheir de'pite how the re- 
preeentatives of the people ehall bo 
•looted, TheBO gcouomou, moreover, 
are not assuming or arfOgaUfg any- 
thing, li'is their legal rigbt to siup 
all reform, great nnd littlo, for ever, to 
override in all matters of legislation 
the Government, tho Oomtnons, aud 
the electors, .without, assigning any rea- 
son othur than their own *ili. That 
is tho coitetUution of the OolVod K ug. 
dom, the- cou«tituiion which fall lrotu 
Hoaveu, which has beep in Husj.on.io for 
BJme years, but which Lord Salisbury is 
now working adoording to its clear in- 
tent ana, meauing, That Ooqatitution 
•waB devised to make tho nobles tupreme, 
and ho is only in iatiug, most bucouss- 
iuily, that its object shall continue to Le 
attained." The issue can hardly be 
doubllnl. Tbt- Lirdrt cannot afford to 
oomo into koch direct and palpable ol 
lision with the will twice in a 
singlo session, and the frcotiom and I 
earnestness with which' the liberal section 1 
of tho English press is now engaged in 
discussing ibo prop.iety ot reio.muig or 
abolishing the Upper Houso loudi us to 
conclude that its continuance, as nt^pio- 
heut existirg, ia no longer possible. That 
the Lorde will die, 6i oven content to 
the. curtailment of their ancient powers 
and protogntives without a lerrtoU 
stroggl" is not to bo imagined.

Tbo churchos 
are butler attended and vice is certainly less, 
conjpi uuous. There is a g(-noral uxca en!p<i 
making way in iho population. The day 
wtmn individual reforms are effected, France 
will be retioro.
